THE SUN GOES DOWN UPON 
A GREAT EVIL TODAY 
There may have been many days in 
American history when the low des­ 
cending sun has viewed from Ameri­ 
cans no worthy action done. But such 
■will not be the case when darkness 
shall follow the light this evening. 
As a war expediency, more than half 
a century ago, this government con­ 
sented to enter, partnership with the 
liquor traffic upon the condition that 
the whiskey business should have le­ 
gal sanction and the protection of the 
government if in return the traffic 
would turn over to the government in 
the form of taxes or revenue a cer­ 
tain per cent of the money made 
from year to year. 
The makers of 
the agreement knew no problem so 
great for the time being as the need 
of revenue, and thus for broad pa­ 
triotic reasons they legalised the li­ 
quor traffic. Those are in error who 
question the motives of the states­ 
men who made aloohol a partner with 
the government. 
Had such critics 
been in charge of national 
affair* 
sixty years ago they 
would 
have 
doubtless passed the same whiskey 
laws as were passed. 
It was only a short while, however, 
until a sentiment aroee among many 
far-looking people who violently op­ 
posed legalising traffic in a deadly, 
poisonou* beverage. Especially, when 
it developed that the law had not 
only made the traffic respectable, but 
had enlisted a vast amount of capital 
and influence for its 
development. 
The early prohibitionists were 
set 
upon and abused in much the same 
way as was “Pussyfoot” Johnson in 
London town several weeks ago. For 
a number of years the pioneers m the 
great reform whtch becomes a fact 
today w pre content to gather their 
follow era into what 
they 
called a 
“Prohibition Party” and they ran can- 
dUMes for 
office 
from 
president 
down, on the ground that a prohi­ 
bition law would not be enforced ex­ 
cept by a prohibition office holder. 
When the Woman's Christian Tem­ 
pérame Union came into existence 
near a generation ago, this band of 
noble women as a rule endorsed the 
prohibition party idea, but they also 
did a great educational work through­ 
out it its nation, the most stupenduous 
of which was the enactment of a na 
tional h-w requiring text books to be 
taught in all the public schools setting 
forth the destructive effects, both 
morally and physically, of alcoholic 
drinks 
Prior to this educational ef 
fort the enemies of alcohol had sent 
total abstinence pledges 
throughout 
the nation, had organised the “Sons , 
■ 


of Temperance,” the “Good Templars”
